It bus been asserted 
that tho recent shortage of coal In 
Chicago and tho consequent Increase 
In 'the coat of fuel wbh due to the 
failure of the railroads to furnish cars. 
.The charge- also has been made that 
tho discrimination shown in the dis- 
tribution- of cars made it possible for 
those Interested In raising prices to 
keep down tlie supply. Not less tbnn 
half a dozeu bills to -prevent discrim- 
ination in the distribution of freight 
cars already have been "presented; 

Maximum for D.tith Pnmajei. 

The bills for the Increase in the 
,maxr*mim to bo allowed In suits for 
death damages ore of especial Interest 
to the railroad- companies and bo are 
the bills to prevent corporations from 
Indemnifying themselves against such 
damages by means of insurance. Both" 
of tbeae propositions will bo fought by 
the railway corporations, 

A bill which affects especially tbe 
Illinois Central nillrond' has 1 been intro- 
duced by Mr. Laudmesser of the house. 
It Is a reproduction of tho mooauro 
Introduced at tbc time of tbe special 
revenue session of 1803 and requires 
.the rond to dispose of nil unsold lands, 
: whlcb enmc into lta possession by. the 
grant of 1851, within four years. .' 

The bill was Introduced iu 1S05, un- 
der the theory that It was a revenue 
measure, because It would subject 
these IandB to tnxntloa, Tho major- 
ity of tho members held, however, that 
tho bill wbb not properly within tbe 
purview of the call for tbe special ses- 
sion, nnd It was not given Berioua con- 
sideration. Since that tlmo tbe matter 
has not been discussed. 

The Landmeaser bill lias revived -tho 
entire question of tho Illinois Central's 
.taxes, and it la not Improbable that 
other bills on tho. subject will bo forth- 
coming. Tho Illinois Central contrib- 
utes largely to the revenues of tho 
state because of the provision in Its 
charter requiring It to pny 7 per cent 
of its earnings In the state treasury, 
but there are those who think thnt it 
should be required to contribute more. 
It now pnys only on the earnings of 
its main line, und It Is contended by 
some that a strict construction of the 
law would require It to pny on the 
earnings of all the lines- operated by 
It In the state. 

Railroad. IIivd Escaped, 

It, Is probable that the question of 
requiring tho Illinois Central to pay on 
additional earnings has never been 
raised for tho reason thnt Its contri- 
butions to tbe Btutc are so largely In 
excess of the taxeB paid by other 
roadB. .

At AltquMt 
was clear that the. disturbance was mov- 
ing froth' west to cast. At Cairo It did 
not have so long. a duration as wltcn litst 
reported, nor was any second shock re- 
ported.^ Its effects were distinctly noted 
all oyer the city, although no actual dam- 
age was done.

Over one thousand porsotiB are said to 
have perished In a destructive storm that 
swept over Ihc South Sen Inlands. *_ A 
huge tidal wave, accompanied by a tor- 
rlllc liurricnue, nttneked the Society 
Islands nnd tho Tuimiotu groiip with 
fearful force, causing denth nud devas- 
tation never before equaled Jniihmd of 
dreaded storms, . The storm reigned sev- 
eral day s, reaching Its maximum strength 
between Jan. M and Jan. 10. 

The first news of tho disaster arrived 
at Papeete, Tahiti, ,Inn.'20, on tho 
schooner Himco. ^The captain placed tho 
fatalities nt 000." Teh steamer HxccT- 
slor arrived at rapceto" the following 
day Willi 400 destitute survivors.. The 
captain of tho Excelsior, estimated the 
loss of life to be 800. These figures com- 
prised only the dent lis on the three Isl- 
ands -nf lino, Illkitern nnd -Mhknkau;
